Bond set in sex assault case 

Jerry A. Borchardt, 24, was released on a $3,000 signature bond Mon-N 
day in connection with sexual assault charges for allegedly having sex- 
ual contact with a 10-year-old boy during a Boy Scout cam pout at Sandy 
Knoll Park in September 1981, court records show. 

Borchardt. a former Big Brother and Scout leader from Cedarburg, 
was released on the condition that he not try to contact the boy in any 
way. 

Borchardt has also been charged, but has pleaded not guilty to nine 
counts of sexual assault in Ozaukee County for alleged sexual contact, 
with boys 9 to 14 years old. , 

It's possible that the Washington County charge will be consolidated 
with the Ozaukee charges and handled there, however. The next Wash- 
ington County hearing for BorcharQt is a status review Nov. 15, regard-'
